"In  1992,  a psychologist  at  New  York  University  named  Sam  Tsemberis 
decided  to  test  a new  model.  His  idea  was  to  just  give  the  chronically 
homeless  a place  to  live,  on  a permanent  basis,  without  making  them 
pass  any  tests  or  attend  any  programs  or  fill  out  any  forms.  "Okay," 
Tsemberis  recalls  thinking,  "they're  schizophrenic,  alcoholic, 
traumatized,  brain  damaged.  What  if  we  don't  make  them  pass  any 
tests  or  fill  out  any  forms?  They  aren't  any  good  at  that  stuff.  Inability 
to  pass  tests  and  fill  out  forms  was  a large  part  of  how  they  ended  up 
homeless  in  the  first  place.  Why  not  just  give  them  a place  to  live  and 
offer  them  free  counseling  and  therapy,  health  care,  and  let  them 
decide  if  they  want  to  participate?  Why  not  treat  chronically  homeless 
people  as  human  beings  and  members  of  our  community  who  have  a 
basic  right  to  housing  and  health  care?"  ~ Mother  Jones  Article.
